| Britain, according to the official 
division, began on October 4, 

and the conclusion of the battle wna 
at the endl of this month The th 
of October saw o heavy attack anid 
there were spasmodic attempts after- 
wards to recapture the violence of the 
earlier onslanghts. Rut in no case 
wae there any sigu that the Luitwafln 
had recovered from the damage it had 
recnived mn the earlier aseanita, and the 
final phase of the battle may almoxt 
bo said to have consisted of o following

The first sign that anothor phase

Indeed, thia pluses of. the Battle of 
Britain may lo sail to have seen the 
first large-scale introduction of the 
fighter-bomber, This typ of machine 
had been foreshalowed In tha war af 
1914-18. when on occasion thera had 
been o need to send over aircraft 
which could defend themeaives agninwt 
the enemy's fighters bat could also 
strike at ground targets with bombe. 
The bombs were of very smal) size,

THE CAMPAIGN IN BELGIUM: 
NAZI BREAK-THROUGH AT SEDAN 


Continuing the account of the campaign begun in Chapter 145, this Chapter 
deals with the Allied retreat and the perilous yituation that led, on May 27, 
1940, to King Leopold, as supreme Commander of fix country's forces, 
opening negotiations with the enemy and signing a protocol of capitulation. 


v May 16 the Allies were in full 
B retreat. The 7th French Anny, 
after somes conlised and m- 
effective fighting in Zeeland, fell hack 
in disorder om Antwerp, The Belgians 
withdraw in three stages: beland the 
Willetroeck Canal, behind the Dendre, 
and behind the Scheldt, and as they 
went beck they were hotly posi on 
the Nethe, the Rupel, the Willebrooek 
Canal, the Seheldt, Flunder Head. and 
on the Dendre. 

While thes cle: rural 
actions were blarng bash across thin 
frontier to the south the Germans were 
Inmking great progress. Hy fhe evening 
of May 18 the Punsers were tearing 
Péronne, and whey on May 20 King 
Leopold heard that.
